At the time when the sentence was passed 
upon the prisoners, the crowd was so dense and 
the excitement so great, that the officers judged 
it prudent to wait till the numbers had dispersed, 
that they might take the prisoners back without 
being stumbled against on all sides by the eager 
spectators. Much sympathy had been excited 
for the elder Hare by the testimony of Lieuten- 
ant Ludlow, who spoke of the scrupulous respect 
paid to his person and his property; aud who 
further had testified that when Alexander had 
proposed in an under tone to shoot both him and 
the driver, to prevent being recognised and iden- 
tified, Hare pereinptorily refused, and told him 
that not a hair of their heads should be touched 
while he was by. The Lieutenant stated that 
this conversation had occurred privately between 
the robbers as they were about starting away, 
and that he overheard it without their know- 
ledge. This evidence of humanity, the ge- 
nerous forbearance which had abstained from 
touching the officer’s private property, and 
the superior manly bearing of the elder Hare, 
during the trial, were peculiarly calculated 
to elicit a strong sentiment in his favor. Ex- 
pressions evincive of this, and of various kinds, 
broke now and then from the crowd. “It aint 
Tight to hang a man for stealin’!” said one. — 
‘Tt aint right to hang a man any how!” said a 
still more vehement reformer. ‘That’sa fact!” 
said five or six approving philosophers. ‘ Be- 
sides,” suggested another, “all the money, 
’septin two or three hundred dollars, is got back, 
and nobody is burt, and there aint no harm done 
any how! It aint right, and it can’t be made 
right’ ‘‘ Well, law or no law, that Hare is a 
gentleman,” said still another. “He saved 
Lieutenant Ludlow’s life, and it seems to me to 
be worse than murder to take his.” 

These kind of expressions, meeting the offi- 
cers on all sides, increased ‘their anxiety not a 
little, and the hesitation to start, which had 
been at first only a matter of convenience, now 
became a calculation of safety. It was finally 
agteed that while Alexander and the younger 
Hare was retained in the Court, to mask the 
operation; the elder brother, in the custody of

a single officer, should slip through a back door 
and proceed to the prison together. 

Hare, who had gained an inkling of the im- 
pressions which he had made upon the audience, 
might have been supposed ‘unwilling to have lost 
so good a chance for rescue, but seized with a 
better thought, he approved of the stealthy 
egress by the rear, and whispered to the officer 
who had him specially in charge, that he had 
been stared at énough like a wild beast, and 
that they could hurry along to the prison by 
themselves, before word could be got of the 
movement. 

The officer, confiding in the heavy chains which 
hung upon the prisoner's arms, dreamt ofno dan- 
ger, and he and the robber left the Court House 
as had been proposed. They proceeded hastily 
but quietly together, until they came to Jones’ 
Falls, below which, they were obliged to cross 
the creek over the trunk of a tree that had been 
thrown over for the convenience of foot passen- 
gers. When on the middle of this precarious 
bridge, the highwayman turned suddenly upon 
the officer, and failing to release his hands from 
the irons by a sudden twist, which he had hoped 
would have been successful, he raised them up 
and strove to knock him into the stream. The 
blow was sharp and stunning, but it failed never- 
theless, for the constable fortunately fell astride 
the tree, and being a strong man succeeded in 
drawing the prisoner down into the same position. 
They struggled there for a few moments, but 
the chains were so great a disadvantage to the 
robber that the officer succeeded in holding him 
firmly till aid came up. Grasped now by a dozen 
hands, and borne forward by their united press, 
the defeated man became maddened into fury, 
and when shoved within the prison door, from 
which he stood} condemned never to issue save 
to his death, he flew at the turnkey, wounded 
him with his chains, and closing on him like a 
wild beast, snapped at him with his teeth and 
nearly bit off his finger. Aid was called, how- 
ever, and he was soon forced into his cell, 
and with double irons on his limbs, an extra 
chain was added, which bound him to the wall 
and secured him from doing further harm. 

The three prisoners were confined in separate 
cells on the same tier, and Alexander and the 
elder Hare were kept heavily ironed, and fas- 
tened likewise to the floor, as was formerly cus-

The walls were very strong,

lant keeper had adopted. The cells had each 
two doors—an inner one of solid plank covered 
with heavy sheet iron, and an outer one com- 
posed of massive iron cross bars.

Fortunately the keeper still slept, and the 
youth again stole up to the grate to hold further 
communication with his kinsman. It was the 
plan of Hare, that the young man, whose cell 
was never searched, should keep the knife and 
first saw off his own irons. That then he could 
issue from his cell at pleasure, for being allowed 
te have hia inner doar apen, even while the de- 
puties were away, during the afternoon, he could 
reach out his arm, remove the wooden staple 
from his deor, and coming out convey the knife 
to his associates when he chose ; taking it back 
for safe keeping previous to the keeper's retum, 
and the evening examination of thecells. Afew 
days improved in this way would put their irons 
in such a condition, that though they might hold 
their form and seem as strong as ever, they 
could be shaken from their limbs like manacles 
of glass. When their arrangements were com. 
plete they were all to come out of their cells at 
once, during the absence of the deputy, and se- 
creting themselves in the entry just by the door, 
were to rush past him as he entered, and once in 
the open air, each man was to take the best 
chance he could find for escape. 

There were several things to favor the s success 
of this design. There was but one keeper and 
two deputies to the prisen, and from a reliance 
on the strength “of the cells, it was customary 
for them to be away at most of the intervals be- 
tween the meals. The keeper himself, however, 
always came in it dusk, to examine the cells be- 
fore locking up for the night. Ample time was 
thus afforded for the transmigsion of the knife 
and active operations evory day, and when the 
work had progressed to an advanced state, it 
also fortunately happened that one of the depu- 
ties received leave to go in the country for a 
couple of weeks. Still more leisure was thus 
afforded, and on an afternoon in the first week 
in August, the three highwaymen were prepared 
for their daring effort to regain their lives ‘and 
liberty. 

The deputy on duty left the prison early in 
the afternoon, closely locking im the two princi- 
pals condemned, but leaving open the inner door:

An 
hour passed and the turnkey let the inquiring 
minister of Christ into his cell; yet the con- 
demned slept.on and might have remained un- 
conscious;till the hour of his immolation, had 
not the sacred visiter shaken him . by the shoul. 
der and bade him awake and look to his soul.— 
At this summons, Hare, for it. was he, started 
abruptly up and rubbing his eyes looked around 
several times before he could realize the cause 
of the interruption; then apparently taking in 
the whole misery of his condition at once, he 
drew a heavy sigh and half reproachfully ex- 
claimed—‘ Why did youJrouse me from.such 
delightful dreams !” 

‘¢ Unhappy man, this is no time for dreams,” 
anid the hind hearted preacher, and seizing the 
hands of the condemned he presagd them ten- 
derly within his own, and commenced pouring 
out a rhapsody of prayer. The wretched con- 
vict yielded to the motive, and finally infected 
with the frenzy, he rocked his body to and fro in 
keeping with the preacher, and filled the pauses 
of his impassioned ejaculations with an carnest 
‘6 Amen !” 

When the exstacy of this spiritual strife was 
over, Hare regained his composure, and on the 
entrance of the sheriff and his assistants to at- 
tire him in the shrowd and death cap, he was 
as complacent as a bridegroom preparing to as- 
sume his nuptial garb. The struggle was past. 
His brave heart had recovered its self command, 
and from that moment-there was no thought so 
dire as could make him wince, or throe so deep 
as could force him to depart one instant from a 
manly fortitude. 

‘Between eight and nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing,” says a Baltimore paper, ‘‘ of the day suc- 
ceeding the execution, the prisoners were taken 
from their respective dungeons and led into the 
prison yard. When they came in sight of the 
gallows a slight shudder was perceptible in 
Alexander’s frame, but Hare calmly raised his 
eyes and took in the whole measure of the awful 
tree without the alteration of a muscle. Both, 
however, ‘displayed the utmost fortitude, und 
with firm steps advanced towards’ the spot of 
execution. Hare at the request of the minister 
who attended him, joined them in a final 
prayer, which being finished, the caps of the 
condemned were drawn and the executioner 
severing the cord with a single blow of his axe, 
they were launched at the same moment into 
eternity.” 

Thus perished, in the thirty-second year of 
his age, the celebrated robber, Joseph Thomp- 
son Hare. He wasa man of large natural abil- 
ities, great personal courage and determination, 
‘and notwithstanding his wicked course of life, 
was full of generous qualities. He fell a victim 
to the corrupting influence of idle habits while a 
boy, and his career furnishes a terrible evidence 
to youth of the fatal consequences of the first 
misstep.

The survivor was immediately ar- 
rested, and the next day, was put u his trial 
for murder. The jury ing equally divided in 
opinion as to his t, his brother was called 
upon to decide, which he did by declaring his 

heather guilty and worthy of death. 
were imMCaiatcty taken to prepare for the exe- 
cution, and in which the doomed man partici- 
pated b hurrying thees angiged in lia 
gtave—in seeing that it was well done and in 
making everything ready. ‘The hour for execu- 
tion, which was to be by shooting, soon arrived 
when he marched out with two persons select 
for this purpose. When they reached the grave, 
he seated himself by the side of it, faced his 
executioners, who stood with guns presented 
within less than ten paces of him; bared his 
breast, and, looking‘them firmly in the face, 
said that he was teady—the guns fired and he 
fell back alongside ot his grave, shot through 
with two balls, a lifeless Ss, He was then 
rolled into his grave, his clothes deposited in it 
with him, and the newly dug earth rolled in-upon 
them. 

Conviction AND Escare.—The Cherokee Ad- 
vocate says that we have before noticed the ar- 
rest of Robin Squirrel at Beattie’s Prairie, for 
the murder of Adam Longknife. His trial came 
off last week. Johu McFields charged with be- 
ing concerned in the murder—having turned 
States’ evidence, it resulted in his conviction. 
He was sentenced by Judge Keyes to be hanged 
to-day, but on the evening that he was con- 
demned, he succeeded in making his escape, and 
has not been retaken. It appears that he was 
accompsnied.- to the sherifi’s from the court 
house, by two of his brothers, and that while 
most of the guard were putting up their horses 
and feedirg them, he jumped on toa horse which 
they had hitched in a suitable place, and gal- 
loped off under full whip. In his flight he was 
fired —* by two of his guard, and wounded by 
one of them, but to what extent is unknown. 
After trailing him some distance by his blood, 
they were compelled to relinquish the pursuit ; 
and sq the condemned murderer is at large, but 
liable to be executed at any time that he may 
be arrested. This was the third time that Squir- 
rel had been put on his trial for murder—and he 
bears the reputation of being a shrewd bad man.

” Physician—Singuler Testimony of Physicians and 


Strange Verdic le 
erp “7, eae Pa., Aug. 30. 


Gentlemen :— A murder trial bas recently. oceurred 
inour city, and as the circumstances of the death, the 
conduct of one of our physicians, the testimony of 
others, and the result of the trial, are all strange, 1 
send you 8 few lines upon the subject. The “ Mur- 
der” ws alleged to have been committed by a black 
fellow named John Hamilton cites james Thacke-, 
but from the testimony on the trial, the “ death” ap- 
pearsto have been occasioned by the gross neglect 
and inattention of a physician, known here by the 
name of George W. Smithson. The indictment 
charged the accused (not Smithson), with murdering 
Jecob Hunter, by striking him with a stick on the left 
side of the head, on the 27th of December, 1646, of 
which he died on the 18th of January, 1847, seventeen

‘Dr. George W. Smithson,called and affirmed :—1 
was called in to see Jacob Hunter ; don’t recollect the 
recise time ; thinks it was the 9th or 10th day after 
e was burt ; he was perfectly insensible at the time ;

reason I made no prescription for him. I 
did not call to see him after that. From the symp-.. 
toms that then presented themselves, I judged the case 
hopeless, tho I cannot now describe them. 

ross-examined.—\t was several days after 1 was sent 
for that 1 went, as my wife was sick ; I was told that 
he was hurt; | attended to but one patient 1 think at 
thet time ; elt his pulse ; I do not recollect its beat- 
ings ; | kept no account of his appearance ; I came to 
the conclusion that he would not live a great while, 
and | kept no account of the symptoms. There was 
no one there but his mother and some other woman.” 

The testimony of this doctor, as, you will see, is, that 
he knew his patient had been severely hurt by a blow 
and that he attended upon him several days afterward. 
He then found him perfectly insensible, and supposing 
his case hopeless, he gave no prescription nor did not 
call again, nor cannot describe the symptoms, nor did 
not, as was his bounden duty, communicate the facts 
toa coroner or magistrate ! ! 

Messrs. Editors I leave him in your hands while I 
pass to the other testimony. 

A landlord named Haines and his wife, testified that 
the deceased and accused were at their tavern on the 
27th of December, and got several drinks and left 
slightly drunk. That an hour after, the accused came 
back, and said he had returned for a handkerchief Jost 
by deceased. He was then furnished with more 
whiskey, by this “clever” landlord and then left.— 
The accused was afterwards arrested by Horace Keat- 
ly, Peter Hart and Joseph Krumel, at Manor Furnace, 
York County, and in his statement, he alleged that the 
deceased was riding a blind horse home on the night 
of the 27th, and being drunk he fell off and he then 
took his watch and 183 cents inmoney. A constable 
momed Velentina Kramar..in whose custody he was 
afterwards placed, swore that he told Aim that after de. 
ceased fell from his horse he “hit him a couple of 
blows.” Thomas Barton testified that accused came 
to him to sell a watch for which he gave $1,387}. This 
watch was proved to have belonged to deceased, and 
to have been in his possession on the night he was 
hurt. Dr. Henry Carpenter then testified, 

‘‘That he held a post mortem examination on the 
body on the 23d of February, after it had been disin- 
terred, and found one wound near one of the eyes, the 
upper part of the leit ear apparently cut off, and two 
wounds above the ear about an inch long, extending to 
the bone, but no fracture of the skull. That the heart ap- 
peared natural and healthy, and from the dissection of 
the brain, &c., the wounds which had been inflicted. 
upon him were undoubtedly the cause of his death ; 
=e the rest of his body was in a healthy condi- 

on. 

In the cross-examination, he stated that “there did 
not appear much treatment ; that the wounds were 
not necessarily mortal ; and inflammution of the brain 
and effusion caused his death ; that is, that he-died of 
the inflammation produced by the wound. He further 
stated that he heard Dr. Smithson’s testimony in the 
ae. and upon examination of the body he be- 
lieved inflammation of the brain with the effusion 
did cause his death. He also thought it improb- 
able that the wounds were caused yy falling off a 
horse, as there were three wounds upon the side of 
the head and two on the face. His final conclusion 
was that had if he heen subjected to proper t:eatment, 
and inflammation alone, he might have recovered ; but 
with effusion it was doubtful. 

Now I ask you, Messrs. Editors, if you ever heard 
such consummate ignorance displayed by any man 
professing to belong to any learned prcfession; 
First, he says, the wounds were the cause of his 
death ; second, that they were not necessarily mortal; 
third, that he died from inflammation produced by the 
wound, and last, that from the learned, wise, and sapi- 
ent testimony of the attentive Dr. Smithson, (who be 
it remembered, testified to no symptoms, nor nothing 
else, save his base neglect of a dying man), he thinks 
that “if he had had proper treatment and inflammation 
alone, he might have recovered, but with ejfusion he 
thinks it doubtful.” J should like to know whether 
his opinion of effusion of the brain is not similar to your 
Coroner’s idea of congestion, which hebés abandoned 
in his verdicts since your lucid exposition of their 
false and ignorant conclusions ? 

But the climax is to come in the shape and charac- 
ter of the defence, conducted by George Ford and 
Wm. Lee Campbell, Esqrs. They stated that this

The counsel for the defence and the court urging

The case was then summed up by the counsel on 
both sides, and a fair and impartial charge by the 
Court, was submitted to the Jury ata late hour on Sat- 
urday night. On Stmday morning the Jury returned 
a verdict of Guilty of Murder in the first degree, and 
on Monday the Court passed the usual sentence of 
death upon the prisoner. 

Thus ended a trial which is disgraceful to all con- 
cerned, and thus terminates the life of a poor devil, 
who, although probably guilty, should never have 
beenconvicted of murder on the statements of stupid 
physicians, illegal testimony, and the “ want of pro- 
per legal knowledge or treatment” by the counsel 
who defended him.
